Each Byram is assigned a number. That number identifies 
that Byram and all other surnames associated with that Byram. 


There are two indexes, the BYRAM INDEX on page 533 and the 


OTHER SURNAME INDEX on page 519. In these indexes the 
numbers without an alpha character identify the MA branch of 
the family. (ie 001 identifies Nicholas Byram. He is a 


member of the MA branch) The MA branch starts on page 1. 
Other branches and fragments of information have an alpha 
character in the indexes. (ie VA001 identifies Peter Byram. 
The VA branch starts on page 409). 

To use the index, first locate the person number, then 
locate the section of the book which contains his branch, 
then locate the person. 

When an "*" appears (ie *988) this indicates that the 
person. is a Byram. but this is (notechis/ primary tome 
Somewhere within the information for the Byram with the "* 
number" will be the desired Byram. For example Beverly Sue 
Byram *988 is found to be located as a g-dau of Mary Alice 
Byram (#988). 

Many abbreviations are used. Please read the 
abbreviation list on pages ill & i12.

Information on that Byram is then given: birth, death & 
marriage data. Additional information as to the life of that 
Byram and his spouse follows. 


Children are then listed and given their own numbers. 
Information for a child that died young is listed & that 


child is not given a new number. 


Children of female Byrams were treated in two ways: 
(1) Where their families are well documented in already pub- 
lished material only two generations are listed. 


(2) Where there is new, unpublished, information then all 
the new information was included. 
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BYRAM FAMILY NAME 

The family name of Byram is English; prior to that the 
name was French "De Burun" and before that it may have been 
Danish and perhaps "BJERRUM". There is a township of Byram 
in the parish of Brotherton, Co York, England. It is necess- 
ary to know a little of European history to understand the 
evolution of our family name. 

The following is taken from Velma Byrum Keller's book THE 
SONS OF ISAAC. 

In the ninth and tenth centuries, the Scandinavian Viki- 
ngs, due to overpopulation and poor soil, took to raiding 
the coasts of Continental Europe, particularly France. The 
Vikings were later known as Danes in England. 

At that time, Scandinavia contained the best ship builders 
and sailors in the world. They were most feared warriors. 

At least a century before Lief the Lucky, son of Eric the 
Red, landed on the shores of Newfoundland, our ancestors may 
have been sailing up French rivers, taking part in the sack- 
iigeeand Durning of Paris.) From 3843 to;911,. Charles) liluot 
France gave the Norman invaders a large section of France as 
a peace settlement. They, in return, were to accept Christi- 
anity. Rolf or Rollo the Pirate, leader of the Normans at 
that time, accepted Christianity and became the first Duke of 
Normandy . 

The Normans accepted Christianity, together with many 
French customs and manner of speech. However they never lost 
their taste for adventure and conquest. 

The Normans who settled in Normandy were from Denmark; 
their leader, Rolf, was a Dane. About six generations later, 
in the year 1027, a direct descendant of Rolf was born in 
Normandy who was known as Duke William II of Normandy. Later 
he was known as William the Conqueror and still later as 
William I, King of England from 1066 to 1087. 

The De Burun family, according to Emilie Casteller, the 
historian, were friends and intimate companions of William 
the Conqueror. Two of their sons, Ralph and Erneis, accompa- 
nied William in the invasion of England in 1066. Since the 
De Burun family are found living in Normandy in 1060 (and 
there is a small town near Paris named Burun after this 
family), apparently De Burun ancestors were with the first 
Normans to invade France in 843. 

Our knowledge of England under the Normans is very extens- 
ive, since William ordered the compilation of the Domesday 
Book for tax purposes in 1085. This book is a most accurate 
survey of the various landed estates, giving the size of each 
estate, name of owner, description of land and its value in 
the time of Edward the Confessor. This Domesday Book (which 
may still be seen in the Public Records Office in London) 
shows that in the time of William I, there were 300,000 fami- 
lies owning land in England, while the total population of 
the country was about two million. Our early ancestors, are 
among the property owners listed. 

Velma Byrum Keller writes "In the summer of 1966, I 
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received a lead from my first cousin, Irvin Byrum, who knew a 
professor at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology named 
"BJERRUM" from Oslo, Norway. Since in Norwegian the letter 
"J" is pronounced the same as "y", the name "Bjerrum" sounds 
the same as "Byrum". I wrote to the Archives of History 
(known as RIKSARKIVET) in Oslo, Norway for information on the 
origin of the name De Burun, Byrom, and Bjerrum. After many 
months of waiting, I received the following reply : (We 
regret to inform you that owing to the want of early literary 
sources, it will be impossible for us to find relation betw- 
een the name of DeBurun and any Norwegian family or place 
name... The family name of Bjerrum is of Danish origin. In 
Danish, as well as in Norwegian it is pronounced in a way 
which Americans would give to the spelling of the name 
"By-rom" or "Birr-om") Thus it is her belief that our origi- 
nal ancestors were Danish and may have been known as BJERRUM. 

Velma continues: "When the original family went to 
France, they added a "De" before their name to give it a 
French inflection. After they crossed over into England, it 
wasn't many generations until they dropped the "De" and the 
name became "Byrom". The name "De Burun" was not used in 
England after 1190. For several hundred years the name rema- 
ined Byrom 

Old records of our ancestors contain the following spelli- 
ngs: BURUN, BIRUM, BIRNE, DE BYRON, DE BIRON, DE BIRUME, DE 
BUROUN, DeBYROUM, DE BYREM, BYROUME, BYRUME, BARRUM, BIRAM, 
DE BYREAUME, DE BAURAUME, and BYRON." 

Eunice Byram Roberts searched out more Byram names in 
England and ties into the same de Byrun or de Buron English / 
French family. We know that there are Byrams presently 
living in England. There are several coat of arms listed 


BYRAM. These are listed in Burks General Armory - 1884 and 
are: 1) Arms: "Argent, a chevron between six hedgehogs-sa- 
ble" Crest: "A hedgehog sable". 2) One coat-of-Arms gives 


the motto: "Vincia Omnia Labor", which is said to have belon- 
ged to the son of a Nicholas Byram. 

In the book A__DICTIONARY OF ENGLISH AND WELSH SURNAMES by 
Charles Wareing Bardsley, M.A. is written: Byron, Byrom, 
Byrne - Local "of Byram" a township in the parish of Brother- 
Lon, Coxveork" 

Velma Keller goes on to give a regional description of the 
Byrom, Byrum and Byram names. "When I first started this 
family history, one of the most-asked question was: "What is 
the correct spelling of the name?" Therefore I am including 
the following information: In America, at the present time. 
B-Y-R-A-M usually denotes a Massachusetts descendant; B-Y-R-- 
O-M denotes a Georgia descendant; and B-Y-R-U-M is a North 
Carolina, Virginia, or Indiana descendant. However, some of 
the North Carolina descendants still spell their name B-I-R-- 
U-M (Bryant's descendants) and descendants of Abraham and 
Thomas from Virginia spell their name B-Y-R-A-M." 

We now know that there are Utah Byrams and Pennsylvania 
Byrams, Canadian Byrams and several Virginia Byram branches.

Offically documented in BURKE'S GENERAL ARMORY with the 


following description: "ARM A CHEV, BETW, THREE HEDGEHOGS 
SAL when translated the blazon also describes the 
original colors of the Byram arms as: "Silver: a black 


chevron between three hedgehogs," above the shield and helmet 
is the crest which described as: "A BLACK HEDGEHOG." 


The following poem was written by Dr. John Byrom of Kersel 
Call near Manchester, Lancashire England (1692-1763). 


The Hedge-Hog for his Arms, I would suppose 
Some sire of ours, beloved Kinsfolk, chose, 
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With aim to hint instruction wise, and good, 
To us Descendants of his Byrom Blood; 

It would infer, if you be of this Mind, 

The very Lesson, that our Sire design'd

Eunice Byram Roberts publ- 
ished her BYRAM-CRAWFORD and 
ALLIED __FAMILIES _ GENEALOGY

In 1965 Mark Bennett Byron 
III wrote THE BYRON CHRONICLE 
, which contains a history of 
the Byron and Byram Families 
1066-1800. In this Nicholas 
Byram of New England is 
listed as probably the nephew 
of one of the England BYROM 
family members. If this is 
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MA BYRAMS 
true then this book takes the 
Byram, line back to the year 
1066. 

Thomas Byram of New York 
published a book THE GENEAL- 

EARLY FAMIL IN 
THE. OHIO RIVER VALLEY in 
£969, ine “May or b97Ge-Thomas 
published A GENEALOGY OUTLINE 
OF THE DESCENDANTS OF NICHO- 
LAS BYRAM 

In 1969 Velma Byrum Keller 
wrote THE SONS OF ISAAC. It 
is about the BYRUM family but 
she included information 
about one BYRAM family. She 
ties the ByrAms, ByrOms' and 
ByrUms together. She drew a 
lot from "The Byron  Chroni- 
cle." 

Terry Byram Rushing wrote 
a pamphlet KITH-N-KIN in 
Eo 7a: 

The Roberts book was again 
published (197-6 i Pewith an 
addendum by Dorothy Roberts 
Chisum and Ola Byram Pracht.

Abraham Shaw came to America 
on the Ship Ann in 1636 and 
settled in Dedham MA.

Apr 1592, Ovenden, Eng, 
d/o Henry Best and Grace 
Boithes. 

The exact reason or event 
which brought Nicholas to 
America probably will never 
be known. Aaron G Byram, who 
documented the first Byram 
family genealogy, "The Byram 
Pamphlet" drew upon writings 
of Ebenezer Byram .Jr.yoHe 
wrote: "Nicholas Byram was 
the s/o an English Gentleman, 
who removed about the time of 
thannbirinesof4 thie sonsubo 
Ireland. At sixteen his 
father sent him to visit his 
friends in Eng, in charge of 
a man who betrayed his trust, 
robbed him of his money and 


sent him to the West Indies 
(prob the Island of Barba- 
dos) where he was sold to pay 


his passage. After his time 
of servitude expired, by the 
help of a few pieces of gold, 
Said to have been sewed into 
one of his garments by his 
mother, he took passage to 
New England and married Susa- 
nna Shaw of Weymouth." 

The Byram family legend 
does not offer a clue as to 
why he did not return to Eng 
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MA BYRAMS 
after he earned his freedom. 
He could have been converted 
to the Puritan religion or he 
could have been trying to get 
to Eng via New Eng and while 
in New Eng found reasons’ for 
staying. 

History describes that 
planters on the island of 
Barbados imported penniless 
young men to serve as bonds- 
men for five years, after 
which they would be given a 
small amount of cash plus 
bitlebtosfivervacres SCEAuinoge- 
upied»land?°“Ilfissthisl 1sitie 
case, a sequence of events of 
events for Nicholas could 
have been: b.1610; sold into 
bondage and shipped to Barba- 
dos - 1627; released - 1632; 
Sailed to New England - 1632. 

Mark Bennett Byron III in 
his book "THE BYRAM CHRONI- 
CLE" writes: "The author 
does not question Nicholas' 
going to Weymouth MA or his 
marriage to Susanna Shaw but 
believes that he has uncove- 
red the record of his early 
arrival in America whether he 
came directly from England or 
via Barbados. In either 
event he landed in Virginia 
with Thomas Edghill and rece- 
ived 50 acres of land. Poss- 
ibly the religious climate of 
the Mass. Colony was more to 
his liking‘than that of Wirg- 
inia where the established 
Church was firmly entrenched. 
For this reason Nicholas 
probably traded his 50 acres 
of land in Virginia for pass- 
age to the MA colony." 

He. also \statessthat ithe 
Virginia Colony has a_ land 
grant showing that on "23 Oct 
1637 - Thomas Edghill recei- 
ved 100 acres, Isle of Wright 
County. Upon a creek running 
SW of main creek in the Pagan 
Bay, adjoining next to John

1 servant called Nicholas 
Byram." 

Then in Northumberland 
County records, on 5 Feb 
1651--John Hawkin's will 
gives land to Abraham Byram 
and a yearling to Abraham's 
son, Thomas. "From the above 
it would seem that Nicholas 
and Abraham were about’ the 
same age, possibly brothers 
and probably the grandchild- 
ren of Nicholas Byrom, the 
Cheshire barrister." 

Mark also gives a statem- 
ent that Helen Byrom Griggs 
Said. "Father also said 
there was a tradition in the 
family that a young son of 
some early Byrom had been 
kidnapped by a sailors' press 
gang and taken to Barbados 
from whence he never returned 
but suggested his origin in 
Kent might have been mistaken 
for Kenion where Byroms were 
established."

gusset, now Weymouth MA. He 
was «made: a Freeman by the 
GournteyaMay 27591638.) (Therxterm 


Freeman was sort of an Arist- 
ocracy in New England. By 
1670 there were only 1,100 
Freemen out of a population 
of 25,000. They were voting 
members of their colony. A 
Freeman was required to have 


a certain amount of land or 
an income equivalent to the 
income received from that 
amount of land. He had the 
title of "Mister" and could 
wear costly garments with 
Ornaments of silver, gold or 
lace threads. 

The records show that 


Nicholas was a Physician in 
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Weymouth MA, from 1638-1662. 
In 1639 Joseph Shawe and 
Nicholas Byram "of Weymouth," 
granted to Robert Mason their 
house and grounds in Dedham 
MA. On 29 Oct 1640 the court 
appointed him one of the 
administrators of his father- 
-in-law's estate in Dedham." 
On GMarchiy23, 1640, the 
purchase of "Duxbury Plantat- 


ion" (Bridgewater) was made 
by Miles Standish, Samuel 
Nash and Constant Southworth 


acting aS commissioners appo- 
inted to make this purchase. 
In 1660 Nicholas was gran- 
ted 2 shares and _ purchased, 
of Moses Simmons, Phillip 
Delano and of George Soule, 3 
shares of original purchase 
rights pertatirach of sland that 
became Bdgwtr. He moved to 
Bdgwtr in 1662 and was the 
second settler of the area of 


Bdgwtr that was later to 
become East Bdgwtr. By the 
time of his death in 1688, 


Nicholas had acquired by 
distribution of Proprietor's 
rights or by purchase almost 
500 acres of land. 

It would be interesting to 
learn where Nicholas acquired 
the cash for such a purchase. 
It is possible that the sale 
of his home in Weymouth, MA 
provided the means to purch- 
ase the undeveloped land to 
the West. This’ trend, to 
move west to gain cheaper 
land continued for many gene- 
rations and helped distribute 


the Byram family throughout 
America. 
Nicholas took an active 


part in the government of 
Bdgwtr. He was elected a 
member of the grand inquest 
under Thomas Prince in 1664. 
He was appointed by the Court 
as one of the selectman of 
Bdgwtr in 1666. He was appo- 
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inted, with Samuel Edson and 
Johmsawil is f¢Counciiier of war 
with the Military Officers of 
the town in 1667. He proba- 
bly took part in King 
Pha ps Wars cand a gh67 6: et 
was recorded that all dwelli- 
ngs except his were burned by 
the Indians. 

Nicholas's will of 13 Jan 
1687 was proved 13 Jun 1688. 
Vie ratuive tuntosimy.s pbrother 
John Shaw of Weymouth my 
whole Interest in the North 
adition which was granted by 
theGount ito /BdgwtrsTowniniiike 
to each of my children what 
land I formerly gaue unto 
them."

He was 
chiefly known for his’ large 
clocks, which were used in 
steeples and towers along the

behind Byram's house. He was 
also known as the inventer of 
a mechanical model of the 
solar system, which he built 
when he was a young man. A 
grandfather clock. .thateene 
built, standsiwin the John 
Jermain Library and a collec- 
tion of his personal items, 
including a photograph Portr- 
ait, his account book, anda 
celestial globe can be seen 
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at the Whaling Museum. 
Byram's house is an Italian- 
ate villa, with a prominent 
campanile and wings of diffe- 
rent masses and shapes. It 
is believed that Ephriam set 
up telescopes and hung pendu- 
lums from his house tower.

Henry Day Byram was’ the 


type of man whose obituary 
headlined "OLD RELIABLE 
PASSES FROM LIFE'S ACTIVIT- 
BES". 


Henry left his IA home in 
1876 to travel and work in 
NV, Az, CA and other western 
states. AS a young man he 
was employed as a ranch hand, 
Miner, teamster, construction 
labor and RR fireman. In his 
later life he was a business 
Man. HE spent two terms as a 
State Senator at Lincoln NE. 

While living at Humboldt 
House in NV he met & m. Harr- 
iet Arnold. He was in NV in 
the 1880's probably because 
of his uncle, George Meacham. 
George was a 49er who had 
gone to NV in the 1860's. to 
mine for gold in Humboldt 
Canyon NV. George later 
ranched in NV. The Humboldt 
House was a Hotel and a_ stop 
for the Southern Pacific RR. 

George Meacham was refer- 
red to in his later life as 
"The Grand Old Man of the 
West". He is listed in all 
the history books of the 
State of Nevada. He and all 
other ranchers along the 
Humboldt river lost all their 
MCcrLomeli> the blizzard of 
1888. 

Laura Ida Meacham, dau of 
George Meacham, m. James H 
Strobridge, adopted son of 
James Strobridge, the chief 
Superintendent working for 
Charles Crocker building the 
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Southern Pacific RR £2 Flhe 
railroad had started at Sacr- 
amento and headed East to 
meet the Union Pacific RR 
coming west from Omaha. In 
Oscar Lewis's book THE BIG 
FOUR, a story of the building 
of the Central Pacific Railr- 
oad, J.H. Strobridge 6 
Dictiuved. “aeues domineering 
foreman type. 

Their first son, Roy, was 
born in Nevada in 1882. 
Henry rented a train to fetch 
a doctor from Reno to attend 
at the birth. In 1883 Henry 
became a fireman for the C.P 
RR. After an accident he 


quit the railroad and they 
moved Lo; Decatur ~.NE. In 
Decatur, Henry owned and 
operated a general store. 


Part of the time in partners- 
hip with his brother George 
and Dr. W.S Stephenson. He 
only left Decatur NE on three 


occasions. “Once. to ranch in 
Hall Co NE and then twice 
when he was a senator at 


Lincoln in 1896-97 and 
in 1906-07. 

For years he served as a 
member of the Decatur school 
board.
